The price of oranges, which last year at this 
season was $3 per picul, has advanced this yaar 
to $6 and even $7. The scarcity of this fruit 
is attributed to the Iack of rain, 

Large and profitable business fs reported on 
small subsidiary silver colns, made in Canton. 
The ten cents pleces are bought for §o cash at 
Canton, and are sold here for 106 cash, 

The pole merchants complain that on account 
of the war, fretghts have beon so high that they 
‘have not been able to ship the large quantitles 
of poles usually exported from this port, 

The muck ‘respected and popular Provincial 
Judge, Chang Kuo Cheng, returned in the 
Pechili on Monday from Peklog, where he wap 
sent as deputy of the Province to render homage 
to the Empress Dowager on her Goth birthday. 

‘The new Viceroy, Plen Pao Chuan, has 
announced that, having recelved definite 
ordéts from the Emperor, he Intends starting 
from his home on the 6th of the Chinese fret 
moon, which will probably bring him to Foo- 
chow about the end of February. ‘ 

‘The sweet potatoes, bamboo shoots, beans, 
and orange crops have been very poor, owlag to 
to the lack of rain, and this, coupled with the 
low exchange, (gold to-day being quoted 46.50 
per tael), makes forelgn goods expensive, The 
wor ls also curtalling Japanese importations, 
both ta plece goods and dry fad, : 

Native cloth weavers, of which there must be 

. Some 10,000 in the city, are complaining that 
fhey can only obtain yoo to goo pazh for & place 
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15 feet long of thelr manofactare, as comprred 
with donble that price io former years. It isnow 
used only by the countiy people, the cloth baing 
found not so durable as the foreign importation 
which, though dearer, lasts tonger. 

Business among the natives has not been 
flourishing lately, teamen complainicg that owing 
to the low prices their leaf bas obtained, 
they bad fo replace the tea plants by rice, The 
tea exported from the port up to date only 
amounts ta 395,000: piculs, as compared with 
499,000 pliculs during 1853. Ratn also coming 
80 very late in the year bas leseened the sice 
crop, and were it not for the large Importation 
of grain from the north, the prices would have 
advanced enormously ; as ft {6 now, on account 
of recent arrivals pelos have dropped another 
15 cents per pica! during the current week. 

Tt fe said that some 20 large natlve banks 
have closed, profitable business being Impossible, 
More are expzcted toclose, and as Chinese New 
Yoar day ie near at hand, falling thls year on the 
26th January, {tis feared that many will not be 
able to meet thelr Habilities and will probably 
have to declare themeelves bankrupts. Such 
belng the case, It ig rather surprising to hear that 
the local authorities have put up a proclamation 
informing the publicthat, on account of the war, 
it will be necessary to impose a war tax, an 
calling on every one to contribute tolt cheerfally 
and patrlotically, It being stated that large levies 
had to be made for the North and Frrmosa, to 
which place but very lately 500 more soldiers 
were despatched from Lung-on, near Pagoda,

(FROM OUR OWN CORRISPONDENT ) 
JAPANESE DIFFICULTIES. 
Seoul, December rrth, 1894. 

Time does not smooth down the difficulties of 
the Japanese in Kore, probably beceure the 
Japanese do not possess that modicom of worldly 
wisdom which is supposed to he necessary for 
the making of a diplomat. When Otorl was 
recalled and Joonye sent to take his place {t was 
supposed that. the “bullying” pollcy of the 
former would be done away with and one more 
wise counsel would take [ts plece. Aod, indeed, 
in the beginning, every one was jostified by 
Tnouye's acts In thinktog so. But the “ nature of 
the animal," lovariably crops out and there ts 
very little difference bstween this administration 
and the former, The small Korean world 
was turned topsy-turvy by Otorl’s peculfar 
Ideas of reform and so-called .clvilisation. 
After ‘hres months of this ft ts again 
tarned topay-lurvy by Inouye abclishing Otorl's 
doings and making new reforms d fa Tnouye. 
The Council of State. or Parliament, or whatever 
you choose to call It, consleting of 17 men who 
put forth in the name of the King (and Otorl) the 
new Constitution, or laws, or reforms, or what- 
ever that curlous medley can be called, has been 
abolished by Inonye because it did not carry out 
with sufficient zeal the reforms proposed by Japan, 
Tn {ta stead an sdvisory Council of four (including 
a Minister of Education) was appointed, and this 
was alter a very brief existence abolished for the 
game reason, and now the King has no one with 
whom he can confer. This outcomé must, of 
course, be expected by Japan as long as she 
pussues the present policy, A number of officials 
are appointed, pro-Japacese of course, It is not 
long before the King has a number of them on 
his alde (by methods known only to the Inftdated) | 
and the Japanese find themselves balked by 
thely own nominees, 

The Tal-wan-kun has been forbidden the 
Palace, and alt high officials have heen forbidden 
from going to see him, He, however, does visit 
the Pelace notwithatanding {nouye's prohibition, 
snd cfficlale continue to go to his house, When 
Inouye first'came bere the Tal-wun-kun was moat 
regular in bla wists to the Japanese headquarters 
and professing. most earnestly’ his bellef in 
Japanese reforms. Curiously enough he was 
more or less believed and a number of officials 
of hls recommendation were appolnted, Thelr 
nerlod of holding office was chiefly notorious for 
thwarting every step of the Japanese. The Tal- 
wun-kun (who {se @ past master. in the art of 
Orlental diplomacy) alro bas a most annoying 
way of winning over pro-Japauete officlats to bis 
views. This explains the cause of the above 


-prohibition, The eanuchs and waiting-malds 


have all been expelled from the country with the 
exception af a few of the walting-malds who 
attend the Queen, ; 
The Tonghaks have not yet been driven out 
of Chyong-chyeng province nothwithstanding 
Japanese reports. A few days ago a battle was 
fought between the Japanese ‘tnd Tonghaks at 
Yelsan, A full account of the battle haa not yet 
resched us, only Incomplete reports from stray 
Koreans which, however, are almost as unrell- 
able a4 Japanese reports. The Koreans report 
that several buodred Koreans wero killed as 
well as anomber of Japanese, bat the Tonghaks 
were not dispersed. I give the reports for what 
they are worth, while waiting forfuller and more 
rellable details. =

By the latest advices fram Peking. Lt Hang- 
chang has now to face all the officials -f the 
different Boards and the Censors, all of whom 
are tarning egeinat him. The party In oppost- 
tfon ¢o him is datly growlng-stronger, 


I wrote ofthe Impeachment of General Sung, 
atd now wehave an Imperial edict ordering 
General Yeh, of Yashan fame, Admiral Ting, 
and Kung Taotal of Port Arthur, to aprear be- 
fore the Board of Punishments for the determ!- 
natlon of thelr penalty. 


The Customs Courter from-Newchwang tells 
the same story an the native fetter-carriers, that 
there are ho Japanese between here and there. 
They are at Fuchow, and are reported to have 
General Sung surrounded. The long-exvected 
Wattle that wae to settle the fightlog in the’ 
Peninsula seem just as far offas ever, as the 
armies are etitl facing each other and doing 
nothing. At leant, this is the report from Chinese 
sources, and we belfeve that the news from 
Japanese sources Is much exaggerated, Even 
Renter only sends the Japanese versions, but as 
the Viceroy and Mr. Detring are at!ll in good 
spirits, thines cannat be ae black as they are 
palnted.—Shanghat Mercury. on

A telegram from Newchwang asks for assist- 
ance from the Red Cross Society, as wounded 
men are coming In, This indicates fighting not 
faraway, It fe belleved that the Japanese are 
trying to surround and completely route General 
Song's army. Hels sald to have some 20,000 
men, and thelr defeat would be a very serious 
loss to China, Further news will be awalted 
with much Interest. The Chinese are not likely 
todo mora than check temporarlly the advance 
of the Japanese army ; many think they cennot 
poastbly reach Peking before spring.—M, C, 
Datly News. .

Decernber 14th, 1894. 
All the Mancha troops, mounted snd {nfantry, 
have bean calted out from the Tartar garrison 
at Chilagchowfa, leaving only soo Chinese 
soldiers as alocal guard. A fev days ago orders 
came down from the Governor tothe local official 
at that city to forward the remaining troops to 
the front, They refused to move, and repiled 
‘that If they had to die, thelr present location 
sulted them better than a battlefield, In such 
a case the utter helplessness of the officer can 
be better imagined than put into words. The 
very fact that an locident like this, tue or untrue, 
atrikes the Chinese civillan as a good joke, is 
‘enough to ludicate that he Iu not overseslous for 
those {n authority.
